What will the conditions today Harvard, propitious they 
may seem, look the scientific investigator sixty years hence’ 
Did Harvard 1931 have need for any additional influence the 
promotion research? Certain that the answer will the 
affirmative. agreed that cannot expect within the next 
sixty years that rapid evolution science just witnessed equal 
period the past. Quantitatively there will doubtless 
the rate development. But the value scientific research not 
measured merely quantity production. this reaches 
more nearly point saturation, there will increased

upon quality. then well suggest the high probability that 
quality, least, the present day Harvard will appear have been 
actually great need emphasis upon the promotion research. 

for this reason assume that your local officers have been work- 
ing for this that the Society Sigma national con- 
vention has voted favor the establishment this Chapter, and 
that some have come long distance attempt give this in- 
stallation the emphasis desérves. 

Permit me, then, with this introduction, make few remarks 
concerning our Society, the usefulness chapter and the oppor- 
tunity that each you will have its successful operation.

The Society Sigma had simple and natural origin and therein 
find its objects and aims. The home scientific research es- 
sentially the cloister, hidden from the eyes the public and from 
all but few the most interested students. Yet scientific discovery 
and creativeness represent very high type usefulness the mind, 
combining reasoning with imagination and intuition. co- 
ordinate with other types creative work exhibiting the noblest 
intellectual endeavor man. great and important are such labors 
that those who nature become participants learn recognize that 
they are engaged great cause.

First, such organization publicly symbolizes and dignifies the 
fundamentally important work the laboratory and the study 
the scientist. Then fitting that the pursuit intellectual 
research active workers should encourage able and am- 
bitious students, through election, associate themselves with us. 
Finally, recognize that the moving spirit research within, and 
that natural and desirable for one possessing this inner urge 
seek the companionship others wherein research may recounted 
and all may refreshed the recognition and fostering this spirit.

Its indirect effects are profound tha 
the extent the human values science seem have limit 
Although English clergyman has suggested that science take 
holiday, presumably until man’s mind can adequately assimilate 
become adjusted its results, moment’s thought shows that 
cannot be. Having found this approach man’s understanding 
mastery the physical world, having exercised with profound cons. 
quences this very high type activity the mind, how can tum 
our backs upon this, certainly the greatest opportunity the huma 
mind has ever had. could, but would thereby express 
loss faith that which all trust, the ultimate good from 
process thinking. No, must press with deep human 
terest, with full encouragement for creative work all intellectual 
fields, but with the fearless and buoyant hope the crusader. 
great has been our success that undoubtedly have much more 
our keeping than material science. 

may appropriate, then, that receive the suggestion 
our promotion research not forget the desirability 
view our function. The second suggestion that should holi 
research ideal human endeavor, not preachment, but 
actual conduct. live this well preach, requires 
courage, and especially for two reasons. First, the light high 
conception his function one must willing enter his 
study and follow modest path out sight even his own 
bors. true there compensation, for lives not single com 
munity. His parish the world and his confréres are his 
scattered over the whole civilization. But devotion research 
university laboratory does require courage. second reason 
courage that must willing produce spite his own 
criticism and recognition modest role.

Too often research 
efforts result failure for those who have permitted their critical 
habits far outrun their creative faculties. charge each and every 
one you remember that the spirit research neither hero 
worship nor sharp criticism. that joy creative contribu- 
tions from one’s own mind, matter how modest these may be. 

third suggestion that have ever mind the subserviency 
the discovery facts the possession ideas. Ideas, good ideas, 
are rare. They never have and never will come from clear sky. 
Each one grows out the past patient consideration the known. 
Often the creative mind grasps idea only through patient, thorough 
consideration that which others have overlooked. Such habit 
mind knows boundaries. not governed the 
size history institution learning the encyclopaedic ex- 
cellence the minds its faculty. habit mind open all. 
have suggested broad view our functions, courage for individual 
research and emphasis upon ideas rather than upon experiment. 

With these suggestions mind perhaps the opportunities 
Chapter Sigma may reviewed more clearly. The function 
contributing scientist broad, but his special field research 
usually rather narrow. The discussion problems and results 
other fields than one’s own improves the breadth his views and the 
soundness his conceptions. matter how able research worker 
may be, the Chapter can thus increase his horizon and correspondingly 
the value his ideas and the quality his research. matter 
how many how valuable the research contributions educa- 
tional institution are, its strength this respect should fortified 
the activities the Chapter.
